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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is related to field of modems and network servers, and more specifically to 
modems and servers that request a modem-On-Hold and can deny such a request 
under certain conditions. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of the independent claims 1, 8, 12, 19, 23, 30, 34 and 41 in combination with 
other elements. For example independent claim 1 has claim limitations such as 
establish a modem connection with a modem over a telephone line, exchange data with 
the modem over the modem communication, receive from the modem a first request for 
temporarily disconnecting the modem connection, grant the first request and starting a 
timer, receive from the modem a second request for temporarily disconnecting the 
modem connection again, consult the timer to determine whether a log-in session 
timeout has been exceeded, and if the log-in session timeout time has been exceeded, 
deny the second request. Independent claim 8 has claim limitations such as establish a 
modem connection with a network device over the telephone line, exchange data with 
network device over the modem connection, transmit through the modem connection a 
first request for temporarily disconnecting the modem connection, temporarily 
discontinue the modem connection pursuant to the first request, receive from the 
network device a warning message that the next request for temporarily disconnecting 
the modem connection will be denied. Independent claim 12 has similar limitations as 
independent claim 1. independent claim 19 has similar limitation as independent claim 
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8. independent claim 23 has similar limitations as independent claim 1 . Independent 
claim 30 has similar limitations has independent claim 8. Independent claim 34 has 
similar limitation as independent claim 1. Independent claim 41 has similar limitations 
as independent claim 8. For the above reasons, independent claims 1, 8, 12, 19, 23, 
30, 34, 41 and dependent claims 2-7, 9-11, 13-18, 20-22, 24-29, 31-33, 35-40, 42-44 
are allowable. 

2. Claims 1-44 allowed.
